ASKS VOIE ON CAPITAL 


Federal Legislation Amending State* 
hood Aet Desired So Seat May Be 
Located Before 1913 


Guthrie, Ok., March 16.—In order 
that the people may vote on the ques­ 
tion of permanent location for the 
capital as soon as possible Represen­ 
tative Jones of Oklahoma City offered 
in the house today a joint resolution 
carrying such a memorial to congress. 
Concurrent action in the senate is 
necessary before the resolution may 
be of effect. 
It requires congress to 
amend the statehood act by eliminat­ 
ing that portion locating the seat of 
government here until after 1913. 
Oklahoma City has announced its 
candidacy for the state capital. Slow ­ 
ness has done like wise. The resolu­ 
tion of Mr. Jones may be said to give 
neither town an advantage. 
Another resolution offered in the 
house today, affecting public build­ 
ings, was by Mr. Vandeventer of Bart­ 
lesville .providing that the legisla­ 
ture take a recess from April 3 to 27 
during wrhich the joint committee of 
the house and senate on state insti­ 
tutions and public buildings be au­ 
thorized to visit each town which is 
an applicant for a state institution. 
Lobbies are ’ beginning to appear in 
Guthrie asking that they be preferred 
in the location of the public build­ 
ings. 
It has gone out that three nor­ 
mal schools are to be located in the 
eastern part of the 
state. 
Fifteen 
places are applicants. They are Bart­ 
lesville, Dewey, Nowata, Claremore, 
Tulsa, Broken Arrow*, Tahlequah, Ada 
Ardmore, Checotah, Coalgate, Chick­ 
asha, Caddo, 
Durant, 
Sulphur 
and 
Wynnewood. 
Vinita and Pryor Creek are here aft­ 
er the Blind Institute; Weleetka, Grail 
ite and McAlester hav^ applied for 
the state penitentiary; Fort Gibson 
would also like to 
have 
the 
blind 
school. 
Atoka has applied for the deaf and 
dumb institute, and Hugo is making 
an effort to land the industrial school 
for girls. 
Okmulgee and Holdenville want any 
thing that is in sight, and if Checotah 
can not get a normal school it will 
take the next b e s t. institution. No 
place seems to have applied for the 
state reform school. 
For the East Oklahoma Insane asy­ 
lum Tuskhoma, in the Choctaw na­ 
tion is said to be the sole applicant. 
If the resolution does not pass the 
house committee will meet .March 25 
for the purpose of determining how 
many different institutions it will rec­ 
ommend.

House Committee on Segregated Min­ 
eral Property of Tribes Considers 
Meniorial to Congress. 


Guthrie, Ok., March 16.—The house 
committee 
on 
segregated 
mineral 
lands is considering a memorial to 
^congress asking that Oklahoma be 
permitted to purchase the coal and 
asphalt lands of the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw nations. 
President Roose­ 
velt is known to be against an im­ 
mediate sale, even though it be for 
the benefit of the school fund, as pro­ 
posed. There is before the committee 
a report from the commission ap­ 
pointed by the constitutional conven­ 
tion to determine the feasibility of a 
purchase by the state, in which the 
preliminary step of memoralizing con­ 
gress is recommended. 
It also suggested that in all prob­ 
ability it will be necessary for the 
state to issue bonds to carry the trade 
and that the question of a bond issue 
must be submitted to the people for 
ratification at a general election. As 
there Is no general election after 1908 
until 1910, the commission suggests 
at the 1908 election the submission of 
a proposition for a $10,000,000 bond is­ 
sue, to be used in part or in whole for 
the purchase of the lands, providing 
they can be obtained at a reasonable 
price. 
“It is believed,” the 
report 
says, 
“that a splendid opportunity is open 
for the accomplishment of something 
that will be of incalculable value to 
the state, yet we feel that a great mis­ 
take may be made which would work 
incalculable injury to the state if ex­ 
treme care and caution were not used 
and, that the whole m atter had better 
be let alone than to attempt to pur­ 
chase the lands without having ^nade 
an exceedingly careful and cautious 
investigation.”

Guthrie, Ok, March 16.—In order 


that the people may vote on the ques- 
tion ot permanent location for the 
capital as soon as possible Represen- 
tative Jones of Oklahoma City offered 
n the house today a Joint resolution 
carrying such a memorial to congress.

CONSIDERING MEMORIAL TO CON 


GICESS FOB PERMISSION. 


Guthrie, Ok., March 16.—The house 


committee 
on segregated 
mineral 


lands is considering a memorial to 
pongreas asking that Oklahoma 'be 
permitted to purchase the coal and 
asphalt lands of the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw nations. President Roose- 
velt is known to be against an im- 
mediate sale, even though it be for 
the benefit of the school fund, as pro- 
posed. There is before the committee 
a report from the commission ap- 
pointed by* the constitutional conven- 
tion to determine the feasibility of a 
purchase by the state, in which the 
preliminary step of memorallzlng con- 
gress is recommended. 


It also suggested that in all prob- 


ability it will be necessary for the 
state to Issue bonds to carry the trade 
and that the question of a bond Issue 
must be submitted to the people for 
ratification at a general election. As 
there is no general election after 1908 
until 1910, the commission suggests 
at the 1908 election the submission of 
a proposition for a $10,000,000 bond is- 
sue, to be used In part or In whole for 
the purchase of the lands, providing 
they can be obtained at a reasonable 
price. 


"It is believed," the report says, 


'that a splendid opportunity is open 
for the accomplishment of something 
that will be of incalculable value to 
the state, yet we feel that a great mis- 
take may be imade which would work 
incalculable injury to the state it ex- 
treme care and caution were not used 
and, 
that the whole matter had better 


be let alone than to attempt to pur- 
chase the lands without having made 
an exceedingly careful and* cautious 
investigation."
